Books 1x Japan.—Whoever walks through the streets of Japan, town or 
village, will be surprised to notice the number of books ex for sale in 
almost every shop. On looking inside he will probably find one or more of 
the attendants, if otherwise disengaged, busily reading, or listening to some- 
thing being read by one of the company. In walking through the outskirts 
of the town, it is not unlikely he will come suddenly on a knot of children, 
seated in a snug corner out of the sua, all intently engaged in looking through 
some story book or other they have just bought at a neighboring stall, and 
laughing right heartily at the comical pictures which adorn the narrative, 
The conviction is thus brought home to a man’s mind that the Japanese are 
a reading people.—London News. 


Avtuor anp Pusttsner!—A curious case between author and publisher 
has been before the Scotch courts. Some twenty-five years ago, it was ar- 
ranged that Mr. Brodie, advocate, should for the sum of £500 prepare an 
edition of “ Stair’s Institutes of the Law of Scotland,” for Mr. Clark, pub- 
lisher. Mr. Clark declined payment on several grounds—viz., that he had a 
contra account for books furnished to the author to assist him in his labors, 
—that the author had not furnished an index, and that another party had 
been employed to provide that convenience,—that the author's corrections 
having been excessive, he was bound to pay one-half of their expense,—and 
that the author and his brother were liable in the expenses of an unsuccess- 
ful novel. The author pleaded that the books were charged at full price,— 
that an index was not necessary to a book,—and that he had not sanctioned 
the employment of a substitute to perform that operation,—that the corree- 
tions were not excessive,—and that he was not liable for the novel,—and 
that Mr. Clark having at his own hand consigned the unsold copies to the 
butter. merchant, had virtually shown the work to be his own property, 
The court, on appeal, refused to go into - proof, except on the first point 
about the contra account for books furnished, holding that there was no 
tangible correspondence or agreement as to the other matters; and the case 
has since been compromised. It is no doubt true that lawyers sometimes 
issue books without indices, as for instance one of the judges in this y; 
case has an edition of the self-same Stair, which has no index ; and “ Burton’s 
Seotch Criminal Trials” has neither contents nor index, but we are afraid 
that the weight of the Scotch bench will not induce the world to believe 
that any scientific book is complete without an index, and that however 
humble may be the office, it is the duty of an author, in the absence of a con- 
tract to the contrary, to index himself, or see that the office is performed by 
some one else.— Bookseller. ; 
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Tae Booxserrers’ Trape Satz.—After a session of nine days, continued 
‘from 8 a: m. to 10 p. m., the Booksellers’ Trade Sales concluded last Satur- 
day evening. It has been, perhaps, the most successful Sprirg trade sale yet 
held, and indicates a healthful revival of the business from the depression 
into which it was cast after the revulsion. These occasions in some degree 
indicate the speculative disposition of booksellers, who are attracted by the 
oppertanity of buying cheap, expecting to somewhat control the tastes, or at 
least the purchases of their customers, who, not always being able to find what 
they want, often content themselves with the best they can get. The extent 
of the book sales is also limited by time, considering which, they bear no pro- 
portion in amount of value to other auctions. No large purchases are made 
of special items, except in very rare instances, and the ordinary quantities 
bought at single bids vary in value from $5 to $50. Single buyers hardly 
average more than $1,500 for the whole sale, and that is made up of an 
average of at least 100 lots, Thus, the necessity exists for greatly economiz- 
ing time, and the system adopted by the auctioneers avoids any unnecessary 

waste of it. 

At 8 a.m. the selling commences and proceeds without interruption 
until 1 p. m., when dinner is provided by the auctioneers; and, as 
booksellers are by no means so exclusively devoted to literature as to de- 
spise the more vulgar animal appetite, Messrs. Geo. A. Leavitt & Co.make a 
very liberal spread, which embraces the orthodox courses, and serves not only 
tokeep the profitable company together, but to draw in a variety of hungry 
outsiders who happen in at the lucky hour. The sale continues afterwards 
until 10 p. m., with a recess for tea, which is supplied by the same pur- 
veyors. 

Among the noticeable items of this sale are the following: Mason 
Brothers, 250 Parton’s Life of Aaron Burr, 400 Abbott's Empire of Austria, 
600 Life of Baron Steuben, 300 Lossing’s United States, and 1,500 Webster’s 
Dictionaries; C. & C. Merriam, over 100 4to. Webster. J. LB. Lippincott & 
Co. entered more than 400 lots of their own publications, all of which were 
in good demand. They sold 250 of their New Dictionary of Quotations. 
Out of Wiley & Halsted’s invoices, 400 Downing’s Fruits and Fruit-Trees, 
and 100 Loudon’s Gardening, were disposed of. Little, Brown & Co, sold 
about 2,000 vols. of the British Poets, and 500 of Bancroft’s United Strates; 
Derby «& Jackson, 1,500 vols, Charlotte Bronté, 2,000 Library of Popular 
Tales and Biography, 2,500 Library of Travels and Adventures, 7,40 Li- 

brary of Standard Fiction, of which last Evans & Co.,-the “ Gift-book ” sell- 
ers, bought 5,000 vols. Peterson sold 2,600 vols. of Dickens; Phillips, Samp- 
son & Co., 4,000 vols. of Rollo books, 750 vols. of Prescott, 1,800 of Gibbon 
and Macaulay, and 350 of Emerson's Works; C. Desilver, 1,000 Pinnock’s 
Goldsmith's England, and 500 Frost’s Speakers ; Jesper Harding & Son made 
a splendid sale of Bibles, amounting to between $9,000 and $10,000,—their 
invoice consisted entirely of Bibles, including about 100 varieties, varying in 

rice from 80 cents to $20; J. B. Smith & Co. sold 800 volumes Chambers’s 

nformation for the People, 800 copies of Todd’s, Johnson’s and Walker's 
Dictionary revised by Worcester, aud 796 of Byron; J. W. Bradley, 1,500 
of Livingstone’s Southern Africa, 485 Life of Dr. Kane, 2,400 copies of T. S. 
Arthur's works, 469 Barih’s Africa, and 437 Ellis’s Madagasear; C. M. Saxton, 
700 Youatt on the Horse, and 500 sets Mrs. Marv J. Holmes’s works in 4 
vols,; Parry & MeMillan, 100 sets Lord Bacon, 8 vols. 8vo., and 200 Albert 
Barnes's works; Blanchard & Lea made an excellent sale mainly of medical 
text books; A. O. Moore & Co., exclusively Agricultural book publishers, 
sold 150 of Downing’s Laudseape Gardening, and 681 of Dadd’s Horse and 
Cattle Doctor. 

The new and just-completed Household Edition of the Waverley Novels, 
by Ticknor & Fields, went off to the extent of 3,000 volumes, and their 
various blue and gold editions in good quantities. Gould & Lincoln sold 
878 volumes of Hugh Miller’s Works, 900 Aimwell Stories, and 600 volumes 
Chambers’ Works. Pudney & Russell disposed of about 10,000 copies of the 
Prince of the House of David and the Pillar of Fire; of the former H. Day- 
ton bought 5,000. Charles Scribner sold 1,400 of Timothy Titeomb’s Let- 
ters. Bazin & Ellsworth, 800 of Thompson’s Green Mountain Boys and 930 
Mechanic's Own Book. 

The Spring sales are estimated at about half the Autumn sales; so that if 
the proportion holds good this year, the coming Fall will be memorable 
among the records of book auctions. Messrs. George A. Leavitt & Co. have 
embellished their large and handsome rooms with a gallery of publishers’ 

rtraits. These now include the principal members of the trade of New 
ork, Boston and Philadelphia.—N. Y. Tribune.
